The  Mayor's  Office  has  received  a  request  from  the  LAPD  HOPE  Central  team  to  get 
this  alley  location  prioritized  for  a  cleanup  soon. 

The  encampments  are  very  large  with  several  bulky  item  structures  and  an 
increasing  number  of  rats  and  human  waste.  We  received  word  that  the  occupants  are 
beginning  to  throw  their  trash  and  human  feces  over  the  alley  fences  and  into  residential 
and  private  property,  creating  a  greater  hazardous  threat  to  public  health  and  safety.
